ITS ABUSES IN SOUTH CAROLINA 


Senator McLaurin Says It Throttles Free Speech 


System Is Unpatriotic and Useless, and Should 


Be Abolished—A Political Machine. 


Washington, D. C., May 5.—Sena- 


tor John L. McLaurin of South Caro- 
lina lias Issued a statement, under date 
of May 3, In which he practically an- 
nounces his breaking witn the Demo- 
cratic party. 
As a cause for his ac- 


tion he ascnues 
the abuses permit- 


ted under the South Carolina primary 
election system). 
He says that his 


first break with nls party.was on the 
tariff question, and tells of the history 
of the TIHman-McLaurln - fight. 
Ho 


speaks of the primary election system 
of his state as follows: 


"The primary system adopted In our 
state through the farmers' movement 
has been prostituted and perverted 
Into a political machine for the pur- 
pone of excluding all candidates 
who 


are not In fill accord with the views 
and wishes of the dictator. 
The vital 


question Is, therefore, will the people 
of the state submit to this political 
tyranny and Join In this unholy and 
unpatriotic work of disfranchising the 
Intelligent people and excluding them 
from our elections? 


"With such a system I have 
no 


sympathy and feel Impelled to warn 
the people against such tyranny 
as 


It encourages and" establishes. 
With 


these facts before me and my convic- 
tions as to the original purpose of the 
primary system, I am driven to the 
conclusion that it has subserved its 
purposes nnd has outlived Its usefull- 


ness. 
H Is, therefore, a matter of no 


concern to me what may be the action 
ns to t.,e rules of the primary and a 
revision of Its pledges. 


"The suppression of independence 


of action in voting.by such means ren 
dors it impossible for any self-respect- 
ing citizen holding my vlewji to 
be- 


come a candidate In tne Democratic 
primary in South Carolina. 
It 
Is 


apparent that the'system has 
been 


warped and twisted so as to serve tho 
one purpose of throttling free speech, 
free thought and free liberty of action 
Thp primary system -n South Caro- 
lina has been sacrificed upon) 
the 


altar of partisanship 'and 
personal 


malignity, and has therefore become 
unpatriotic and useless and should bo 
Ignored. and flnaly repudiated-by our 
people, with a purpose slmlllar to my 
own, to look hopefully to the results 
of a fair and Just general 
election 


under our state and national laws. 


"A party yoke has been placed upon 


our people;and it hafl become too gal- 
Ing for further- endurance, and 
yet 


I realize that many of my loyal friends 
wou.J even once more hold In check 
their resolution not to again 
enter 


our system of primary election 
In 


order to again vote for me, but I have 
reached tho point .where I will not 
subject them to subscribing a vote 
which does not represent tlielr views 
upon tho Issues lacing the American 
people today."

Manila, May fi.—Col. Frank D. Dald- 


win, with the Twenty-fifth Battery and 
seven companies of the Twenty-sev- 
enth Infantry, attacked anil captured 
,he Moro fort at Bayan," Island of 
Mlnillnao, after a desperate engage- 
ment In which one American officer 
and seven enlisted men were killed 
and four ofllccrs and thirty-seven men 
wounded. 


The American loss was eight killed 


'orty-one wounded. The' Moros lost 
more than 200 killed and at the cud of 
he battle the mirvlvors, eighty-four In 
lumber, surrendered unconditionally. 


Of the Americans Lieut. Ilovars was 


(tiled and Capt. Moore, Lieut. JOSH 
man and Surgeon 'Major Porter were 
wounded. 


The principal Moro leaders were 


tilled, Including the Sultan of Bayan. 
Elaja Mm!a of Ilaynn, the Sultan of 
Panda Patun and many of the leading 
dattos. 


The capture of the fort and the sur- 


render of the surviving members Is 
a severe blow to the Moro rebellion 
against American sovereignty In the 
most savage part of Mindanao, aT 
though the military authorities realize 
that the cooperation of the sultans 
and chiefs Is general when the flag 
of the prophet Is raised in a jehad or 
holy war. 


The battle was a hand-to-hand one. 


The fort was defended by fully 300 
men and .was surrounded 
by 
four 


trenches. 


The mountain guns fired 120 rounds 


at n range of 1,400 yards, but the Moro 
fortifications withstood the bombard- 
ment and Col. Baldwin ordered the 
Infantrymen to take the fort by storm. 


The Americans wers compelled to 


work their way forward through sue 
ceanlve entanglements of grasses and 
took the successive trenches 
after 


hand-to-hand encounters. Tho Moros 
fought furiously.

their ammunition they 
resorted

krlsses, barongs and kampllans. Scv 
eral wounded Moras \rho were hidden 
In the high grass attacked the mem 
herb of the hospital corps, who were 
seeking the wounded to succor them

of money.
